New Delhi, the 25th February, 2003 
S.O. 226(E).—In exercise of the powers conferred 
by Section 5 of the Essential Commodities Act, 1955 (10 of 
1955), the Central Government hereby directs that the 
powers conferred on it by Sub-section (1) of Section 3 of 
the said Act to make orders to provide for the matters 
specified in Clauses (c), (d) & (e) of Sub-section (2) thereof 
shall be in relation to Cattle fodder of any of the varieties 
specified in the schedule below be exercisable also by the 
State Government of Uttar Pradesh. However, the 
movement of cattle fodder of any of the varieties specified 
in the schedule below will not be restricted intra and inter 
State. 

This order shall come into force for the period 
commencing on the date of its publication in the Official 
Gazette of India and will remain inforce up to 31st July, 
2003. 

SCHEDULE 

(1) Hay and Grass, (2) Gaur including all it's 
derivatives but excluding Guar gum which is not fodder, (3) 
Karab and karbi of jower, maize and bajara, (4) Moth-Chara 
and Moth-Churi, (5) Rice Husk, (6) Khakhala, (7) Gram 
Churi, (8) Wheat Chapped, and (9) Straws of any crops 
which can be used as fodder.
